Theatrical London Still Absorbed in the 
Divorce Trial. 

Lonpon, Dec. 10.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The trial of the suit 
of Miss Florence St. John against her 
husband wascontinued today. Interest 
in the case shows no sign of abatement 
in theatrical circles.

WORLD’S FAIR ‘AIR SOUVEN IRS. 


The Government may may be Askea to Coin 
them at the Mints. 

Carcago, Dec. 10,—[By the Associated 
Press.| AXteprésentatives of the World's 
Fair board from, various States and Ter- 
ritoriés met today arid listened to re- 
ports on the progress,of the work. In 
the afternoon: a visit was made to the 
World's Fair grounds. 

A novel proposition was put forth at 
today’s session, the originator being 
Vice-President De Young, of the Na- 
tional Commission. He wishes Con- 
gress to pass a law authorizing the coin- 
age of something which will at the 
same time be legal tender and a souve- 
nir of the Celumbian Exposition. He 
offered a resolution that the Govern- 
ment be requested to coin in the mints 
pieces of the value of 50 cents. 
This being the -probable price of 
admission to the fair, these coins could 
be used for that purpose and make val- 
uable souvenirs; that their component 
parts be gold and silver and that 
5.000,000 should be struck off and that 
they be made legal tender; that the 
secretary of this meeting be requested 
to forward this resolution to Congress- 
man Springer. with a request that he 
introduce such a bill.

Astoria (Or.,) Dec. 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The British steam- 
ship Zambesi from Hongkong arrived 
last night, having in tow the disabled 
whaleback steamer Charles W. Wet- 
more. The Zambesi found the Wetmore 
thirty miles south of the entrance to 
the Columbia. Though able to steam, 
the whaleback had no way of steering, 
her rudder having dropped off. 
_ Capt. Edwards, of the Zambesi, has en- 
teréd claims for salvage and damage 
before Vice-Consul Cherry. The claims 
for salvage will be one-third of the 
value of the whaleback and cargo. This 
will aggregate 200,000. , 
Capt. Hast, of the Wetmore, says 
that two weeks ago off Galapagos 
Islands his rudder began to drop off 
piece by piece as the rivets fell out, but 
he hoped to make his d¢stination. 


FIRE AT SEATTLE. 
A Big Factory Burned—Other Large 
Buildings Narrowly Escape. 

SeattLte (Wash.,) Dec. 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Mechanics’ Mill 
Company's large factory on the tide 
flats was burned tonight, but the big 
sawmill attached was saved. For a 
*time the Seattle Boiler Works, the ma- 
rine ways, the sawmill of the Seattle 
Dry Dock and Ship-building Company, 
the tug Biz, which was on the ways, and 
Moran Bros.’ foundry and machine 
shop were in imminent danger. All 
this property was on the tide flats 
nearly half a mile from the shore line 
and was only reached by wharves and 
bridges. The city! water mains have 
not been extended to these factories 
and only small private mains were 
available. The fireboat saved the big 
sawmill which was attached to the 
factory. The loss of Mechanics’ Mill 
Company is estimated at $140,000, 
insurance $28, 000. 


INSECT PESTS. 


Stringent Measures to Prevent Their Im- 
portation into this State. 

San Francisco, Dec. 10.—The State 
Board of Horticulture has amended its 
rules in view of coming planting 
season and the exes importation of. 
large quantities ruit trees into this 
State. A list of newly-amended rules 
was presented to the public today and 
will receive wide circulation. The 
chief object of the amendments is to 
protect as far as possible the vine- 
yards and orchards of the State from 
all pests and diseases of an injurious 
Mature. 

The amended rules ‘require all con- 
signees or agents to notify the local in- 
spector or quarantine guardian within 
twenty-four hours after the arrival of 
imported trees, plants, buds, seeds, etc. 
All such trees, plants or seeds are to be 

inspected and, if necessary, disinfected 
immediately upon their arrival. If in- 
sects or diseases are found the shipment 
is to be quarantined for at least four- 
teen days or until a qualified officer 
shall pronounce the plants or seeds free 
from contagion. The introduction of 
orchard stock from districts where 
peach yellows or rosette exist is prohib- 
ited. There is also a clause which pro- 
hibits the sale, distribution or transpor- 
tation of anv materjal until the same is 
thoroughly disinfected. Definite disin- 
fecting requirements are also made 
with regard to trees, grafts, buds, 
scions, etc. The officers of the society 
are empowered to proceed against im- 
ported stock asa nuisance provided it 
is infected. 


MASKED MEN. 


They Hold up an ‘Express Agent and Se- 
cure a Little Booty. 

SacRAMENTO, Dec. 10.--[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A special! to the Record- 
Union from Shingle Springs, Cal., says 
that the office of Wells, Fargo & Co's. 
Express Company in that place was 
robbed last night by two masked nien 
who covered the agent, F. C. Morebeck, 
with pistols and compelled him to sur- 
render the keys of the safe. The rob- 
bers secured only a watch and $90 in 
cash. The sheriff and posse are in pur- 
suit, but have little hope of capturing 
the men. 


Veterinary Surgeons’ Association. 

San Francisco, Dec. 10.—The annual 
meeting of the State Association of 
Veterinary Surgeons in this city was 
concluded tonight. The attendance in- 
cluded representatives of the profes- 
sion from all partsof the State. Dr. 
Thomas McClay, M.C.V.R.S., of Peta- 
luma presided. The following officers 
were elected for the ensuing year: 
President, W. E. D. Morrison of Los 
Angeles; vice-president, W. F. Egan of 
San Francisco; secretary, R. A. Archi- 
bald of Sacramento; treasurer, C. B.

WAR IN CHINA. 


The Viceroy’s Attempt to Surround 
the Rebels Fails. 


Details of an Attack Upon a City by an 
Insurgent Force—The People 
of Tonquin Stirred 
Up. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

Loxpox, Dec. 10.—[By CaBle and ie 
sociated Press.| Adispatch from Pekin 
states that owing to the delay in get- 
ting the Mongolian tribes together the 
plan of the viceroy to surround the reb- 
els has not proved successful. Another 
battle was fought between imperial 
troops and rebels and the latter were 
routed and dispersed. This battle is be- 
lieved tobe the one concerning which 
the Ghinese legation here received ad- 
vices yesterday. 

New eYork, Dec. 10.— The North 
China Herald, of the 9th of October, 
gives particulars of the Salt Liken riot 
inthe Faien province. The place or 
town was Telilme, not Chaughna, as re- 
ported. The léader ,of the insurgents 
is named Chen, and had, a force under 
his command on the top of.a hill, out- 
side the city, of some 3000 men His 
first expedition was directed against 
the Salt Liken office, which was burned. 
One unfortunate fell into the hands of 
the insurgents, who nailed his: hands 
and feet toa board and cut him up 


piecemeal. The victim was considered 
a sacrifice to their flag. 
Then the insurgents, flushed with 


success, made a complete circuit of the 
city. *They met with stubborn resist- 
ance by a volunteer force of 1000, 
which repulsed every attempt to take 
the walls by assault. For three days 
the city held out and provisions ran 
short. Although agitated by fear and 
harassed by hunger the defenders stood 
nobly to their posts in the desperate 
hope of an early rescue by the imperial 
troops. 

Tue insurgents seized a favorable 
moment to send a large force to storm 
the defense. A bloody struggle en- 
sued, resulting in favor of the attacking 
party. The leader was the first oue to 
leap over the wail, and rushing straight 
tothe magistrate’s he first liberated all 
prisoners. 

The authorities have dispatched 
1000 soldiers tothe place. The latest 
is that the insurgents left the city and 
are encamped on the hill. 

Paris, Dec. 10.—The Journal des De- 
bats states that it has learned on good 
authority that the leaders of the anti- 
foreign movement in China are in com- 
munication with the leading Tonquinese, 
especially members of the former reign- 
ing family of Anam, which were de- 
posed by the French. 

Lonpos, Dec. dispatch from 
Rangoon says: ‘China has demanded 
the withdrawal of the British posts at 
Nampoung. The government replied, 
declining to withdraw the posts, but in- 
structed the commander to do his 
utmost to avoid a collision.’’

Treaties Under Debate in the 
Reichstag. 


The Chancellor Avows Commercial 
Hostility to Franee. 
Some Bitter References to the Me- | 
Kinley Tariff Law. a 


Bitter Opposition Developed by German 
Conservatives to the Proposed Zoll- 
verein—-The New Treaties 
Signed at Vienna.

Dec. 10.—[By Cable and Ase 
sociated Press.| Inthe Reichstag to. 
day Chancellor von Caprivi opened the 
debate on the commercial treaties, 
making a strong appeal in favor of 
their adoption. He dwelt upon the 
fact that the present import and export 
relations would ruin both employers and 
employés. The measures under discus- 
sion were a necessity to preserve Ger- 
many’s husbandry and commerce, 

Continuing the Chancellor said that 
the immediate efi ct of the treaties 
upon the finances of the empire would 
be a diminution of revenue of nearly 
18,000,000 marks. This was a matter 
that required consideration. Speaking 
on the question of differential treat- 
ment of countries not included in the 
treaties, he said that it was needless to 
speak of Russia. The lamentable dig- 
tress in that country would not be re- 
moved for some time, andit was useless 
to discuss what would be done after- 
ward. As regards the United States, | 


the two governments had de-' 
cided to continue on the basis 
of the arrangements’ of 1885, 


whereby the United States received the 
most favored nation treatment. In 
connection with the alleged distress in 
Germany he said that theagriculture of 
the country could very well bear, without 
risk, a reduction inthe tariff rate of Ly 
marks.

| Witnesses Swear That Delphina Was 


Only Cohn’s Mistress. 


The Falder-Kiefer Damage Suit—The Ab-

The contest over the estate of Ber- 
nard Cohn, deceased, was resumed be- 
fore Judge Clark in Department Two 
yesterday morning, County Superinten- 
dent of Schools W. W. Seaman being 
the first witness called by the contest- 
He was exainined for the purpose 
of showing that two of Cohn’s children 
attended the public schools, but his rec- 
ords failed to show the desired proof. 

Charles Prager and W. J. Brederick 
were then caHed and questioned as to a 
certain document said to.have been 
aoknowledged before eiéher or_ both 


| some two or three months prior to Cohn’s 


eath; but neither had any knowledge 
of it. 


E. F. De Celis was also called for the 
contestant, but stated ‘that he knew 
nothing whatever about the matter, and 
E. Blennerhassett was put upon the 
stand. He testified briefly to the effec 
that Cohn had told him that he and Del- 
phina were married in 1885; -and that 
the deceased had asked him to tell 
everyone he knew abo@t it. 

The contestant’s counsel then an- 
nounced that their directtestimony was 
all in and rested their case. - 

W. E. Reavis was the first witness 
called for the defense, but he merely 
testified to having had a conversation 
retently with Joe Sepulveda, one of the 
witnesses for the contestant, in the 
course of which the latter remarked 
that Delphina had promised him $60 
for testifying in her behalf, 

Ralph Dominguez, the next witness, 
said he knew Delphina and B. Cohn, 
and had frequently heard the members 
of old families discuss their relation-- 
ship. It was the general opinion that 
they were not married. 

Upon cross-examination the witness 
admitted that he was taking an interest 
in the case, and had been hunting up 
witnesses. He denied that he ha 
ferred to Delphina as a prostitute. 
or that he had threatened witnesses 
When pressed he could tell of only three 
people with whom he had discussed the 
social relations of Delphina and Cohn. 

Attorney G. Wiley Wells was called 
next and he stated that he had been 
consulted professionally by» Dejphina 
since B. Cohn’s death, but could not di- 
vulge what had been said, as it Was priv- 
ileged matter. His firm had been B. 
Cohn’s attorney for several years, and 
during that time had never heard B. 
Cohn refer to the contestant as his wife; 
had heard him deny the truth of the re- 
port. The witness said he had heard 


| such prominent persons as Harris New- 


mark, Sam Prager and Mr. Broderick 
discuss Cohn’s relations with Delphina, 
and that all referred to her simply as 
Cohn’s mistress.

‘| The fifteenth annual convention of 
fruit-growers held at Marysville, No- 
vember 17 to 20, was’ largely attended 
and enthusiasm prevailed. IEnstructive 
papers were read on fumigation and 
other methods for the destruction of 
insect pests, also two papers on peach 
‘yellows.

Resolved, thatit is the sense of this con- 
vention that our fruit industry is tn imme- 
diate danger from the introduction of a 
disease known as the yellows, and infesting 
many of the fruit-growing sections of the 
East 

Resolved, that in view of all known facts 
regarding this disease itis of vital impor- 
tance to the fruit interests of this State that 
no trees grown upon peach roots, nor any 
buds, scions, cuttings or pits from such 


erm States, even though auch trees are ap- 
parently free from disease. 

Resolved, that we pledge ourSelves that 
we will not buy any such trees, buds, etc., 
and that we will discourage in every proper 
way importation, aad also we “will not 
deal with those who, from this time on, are 
known to tmport such trees from the East, 

Resolved, ghat we believe that the Beards 
of Supervisors of the several counties of the 
State should use all the authority vested in 
them to exclude al! Eastern stock grown on 
peach roots or, if introduced. to use all 
lawful means to have them immediately 
destroyed. 

It was afterwards decided to amend 
the above so as to include peach, apri- 
cot and all trees grown on peach roots 
outside of California.

CROP PROSPECTS. 
The Deparment of Agriculture's Report on 

Cereals, Prices, Eto. 
“Wasuinaton, Dec. 10.—[By the As- 

sociated Press,] The report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture gives the con- 
dition of growing wheat as 85.3. Re- 
turns showing the condition of the com- 
ing crops of winter grains are not gen- 
erally favorably on the Atiantic coast. 
Some injury is reported on early sown 
areas from the Hessian fly. -The season. 
was not favcrable fo: seeding in the 
South on account of continued dry 
weather, and gérmination is slow from 
the same cause. Rains in the late 
autumn haveimproved the prospect. In 
the Western States seeding was late, the 
seed bed hard and cloddy and germina- 
tion slow and growth unfavorable until 
November, when material‘improvement 
was seen in most fields. In some dis- 
tricts the Hessian fly made its appear- 
ance, causing damage. 

The condition of rye isa little higher 
than that of wheat, eas an average 
of 88.8. 

The returns make the average farm 
value of the-current crops of the year 
as follows: Corn, 42.2 cents per 
bushel; wheat, 85.8; rye, 77.4; barley, 
54: oats. 82.2; buckwheat, 57. 9; po- 
tatoes, 37:1; tabacco, cigar leaf, 14.1 
per pound, manufacturing and export 
lyaf, 7.5 cents; hay, $8.39 per ton. 
The price of corn is 2.9 cents per 
bushel more than the average of ten 
years from 1880, and only 4-10 ofa 
cent less thanthe average for the de- 
cade from 1870. Inthe States of the 
largest’ production the prices are:

Violating the Exclusion Act. 

Wasuinoton, Dec. 10.—The general 
passenger agents of the Grand Trunk 
and Canadian Pacific railw ays have 
been in correspondence with the .Treas- 
ury Department in regard to:the liabil- 
ity of those roads in the transportation 
‘of Chinese seeking admission into the 
United States. lt appears that it has 
been suggested to the railway officials 
that their respective companies violate 
the law relating to the exclusion of Chi- 
nese when they convey to points in the 
United States persons not lawfully enti- 
tled to enter our territory.

We are fast st drifting into dependency on 
foreign underwriting. The manifest deca- 
dence of our underwriting power isof na- 
tionalconcern. Itis as necessary to have 
marine underwriting of our own as com- 
merce of our own, or shipping of our own. 
Marine insurance is a facility and power for 
command of trade needfulin peace, but es- 
sentialin war. The underwriting of the 
enemy is not to be thought of; that of a 
rival should never be depended on.

Attorney-General Miller Sutmits 
His Report. 


Work of the Department of Justice 
_ During the Past Year. 


The Government’s Position Regard- 
ing the Itata Case. 


“Review of the Cases Pending Against 


Railways and the Western Union Com- 


pany—Suggestions for Amend- 
“ments to the Statutes.

Wasaineton, Dec. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The annual report of 
Attorney-General Miller was submitted 
to Congress today. It reviews the busi- 
ness of the United States Supreme 
Court, and devotes a chapter to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeal which, he says, 
has been organized in each circuit and 
is ready for. business, althcugh addi- 
tional circuit judges in each circuit 
have not yet been appointed. Mention 
is made of the heavy increase in the 
business of the Courtof Claims, and a 
recommendation is made that the work- 
ing force of thé court, be largely in- 
creased. Hesayéit is also necessary 
that some provision be made for repre- 
sentation of the interests of the Gov- 
ernment before the Board of Apprais- 
ers in customs cases appealed from col- 
lectors to the Board of Appraisers. 

He invites attention to the special re- 
port on the subject of Indian depreda- 
tion claims. and shows an important 
change in the conduct of the business. 
The claims aggregate $200,000. On 
the subject of United States prisons 


the Attorney-General says: 
In pursuance of the recommendations in 


the annual report of this department, a bill 
was passed by the last Congressauthorizing 
three United States prisons to be located,one 


north and another south of the thirty-ninth’ 


degree of north latitude and 
Rockies, and a third west of the Rockies; 
but, by evident inadvertance, it failed to 
make any appropriation for the purchase 
of such sites and erection of such build- 
ings. I recommend that the appropriations 
evidently contemplated by that act be made 
so that this work may go forward, ‘ 

After speaking of the well-known dif- 
ficulties in ‘the enfotcement of the 
Chinese Exclusion Act, he says: 

If it is desired that these laws shall be 
made effective they should be so changed 
that they cannot be misunderstood. To ar- 
rest and try such persons and, asa result, 
simply send them back across -the British 
line, is shown to be an idle expenditure of 
time, Iabor and money, by the fact that, as 
might well be expected, the same persons 
pave been arrested and tried over and over 
again. Moreover, it is quite uncertain 
whether an order requiring Chinese pris- 
oners sent hack ‘into British dominions 
copld be made effective. This subject de- 
mands prompt consideration. 

From information, official and unoffi- 
cial, in regard to the administration of 
the law in Alaska th= Attorney-General 
is impressed with the belief that such 
administration is not satisfactory, and 
that it can only ba made satisfactory by 
new legislation. The Attorney-General 
calls attention to the evils of the ‘fee 
system’’ and advises the substitution of 
Stipulated salaries in all cases. :

Telegraph Company and other cor rations, 
necessary parties defendant, navibe char- 
ters from other States than California. that 
they cannot be sued in a United States 
court in any district other than that from 
which they derive their respective charters; 
in other words, that they are not inhabitants 
of any district except the district in the State 
by which they were created, touching the 
question of jurisdiction raised by those cor- 
porations non-resident of Californja, the 
result of such contention is that the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, a New York 
corporation which is doing business in every 
State in the Union {which has rights in the 
Federal courts of the various districts, and 
if sued in State courts moves such suits for 
litigation in the Federal courts,) ca: not be 
sued in the Federal courts in a-State out- 
side of New York. It is not believed that 
such is the law, at least where the Govern- 
ment is plaintiff. It was not the intention 
of Congress in enacting the judiciary law 
of 1888 to thus make corporations a privi- 
leged class. I recommend that section 1 
ot the act of August 18, 1888, be amended by 
inserting a proviso after the word ‘-inhab- 
itan ‘inthe following sentence, namely: 
*‘And no civil suit shall be brought before 
either of said courts against any persons 
by any original process or proceedings in 
any other district than that whereof he is 
an inhabitant;"’ said proviso to read, *‘pro- 
vided that any foreign corporation may be 
sued in any district where it may be found, 

rocess to be served in like cases in the 

tate where said suit or action is brought."’ 
Such an amendment would restore the 
law to what it was for a century prior to 
the act of March, 8, 1887, and would im- 
pose upon these corporations liability to be 
sued corresponding to the right they enjoy 
to sue as plaintiffs and to remove suits in 
which they are defendants.

THE CATHEDRAL BURGLAR. 


Held to Answer in $10,000 Ball—Detec- 
tive Russell on the Stand. , 

Alex McKay. the Cathedral burglar, 

was yesterday held by Justice Owens to 
answer before the Superior Court in 
%10,000 bonds. 
' Detective Russell of San Diego testi- 
fied to the facts about McKay's arrest 
in San Diego, and the recevery of the 
pieces of metal. 

As outlined in Tus Times yesterday, 
the most important witness was Mrs. 
de Courcey, who runs a lodging-house 
in the building adjoining the bishop's 
residence. Mrs. de Courcey stated that 
McDonald came to her place on the 2ist 
of November and rented a room for a 
week. The next morning after his ar- 
rival, in a conversation with McDonald, 
he stated that he was in Los Angeles

the new county Courthouse, remarking 

that he was the man who made it, but 

that the man who had been regulating 

it had been too inquisitive, and in look- 

ing inside had got the works out of 
ear. 

On Friday morning, Mrs. De Courcey 
continued, the morning the burglary 
was discovered, shortly after 7 o'clock, 
McDonald came into the sitting room 
and informed her that he was going 
away, but would return in about ten 
days with his wife. He asked permis- 
sion to write a letter at a desk which 
stood by a window facing the Cathedral 
door. Afterfurnishing him paper she 
asked himif he did not want pen and 
ink. Hesaid that he would write his 
letter with a lead pencil. The witness 
noticed that he appeared ill at ease and 
wrote but a few lines. During the con- 
versation McDonald remarked that he 
had been sick during the night and 
asked the witness if she had heard any 
noise during the night. She replied 
that she had not. At one time the wit- 
ness saw McDonald out in the back 
yard and wondered what he was doing 
there, 

Mrs. de Courcey’s sister corroborated 
her testimony, after which Father Mc- 
Donald was recalled and answered a 
few questions, when the prosecution 
closed.

A RUNAWAY WIFE. 


The Strange Story Told by Mrs. Ku- 
sick of Butte County. 


Forced to Submit to an Admirer's Ad- 
vances at the Point of a Pistol— 
The Husband Raises 
a Row. 


A few weeks ago Mrs. Kusick, the 
wife of a rancher near Gridley, Butte 
county, put in am appearance in this 
city. She took up her residence in the 
Jackson Hotel at the corner of Third 
and Main streets, where’she remained 
until last Sunday, when she left to visit 
some relatives near Downey. 

It was evident that she did not care 
to see her name in the society columns 
of any of the/daily papers, for she re- 
fused to register. and so far as is 
known the lady did ‘not send out visit- 
ing cards or take any stepsto scrape 
up an acquaintanee in the most hos- 
pitable city on the Pacific Coast. 

She was satisfied to be known to the 

landlord and his wife only, and she was 
to a certain extent successful, and had 
it not been for the ever-inquisitive re- 
porter she and her little romance might 
have meandered down the ages of time 
without once reachi g the light of day; 
but a mysterious woman, especially if 
she be young and fairly good-looking, 
is sre to fall into the hands of the gos- 
sips if she travels alone, and it was 
soon whispered around that Mrs. Kusick 
hadahistory... 
' An investigation last night brought 
forth the facts that the lady is a run- 
away wife. Her husband, who is a 
simple-minded farmer, grew jealous a 
short time ago of a younger man who 
seemed to be paying too much atten- 
tion to his wife, and a row took place. 
It is not known how far the jealous hus- 
band went, but it is -certain that his 
wife packed up her clothing and de- 
serted him one fine morning. . 

Why she came to Los Angeles is not 


known, for if the supposed lover is here™ 


no one has identified him, but the hus- 
band learned that his runaway wife 
came to this city and he has made sev- 
eral efforts to induce her to go back. but 
she has refused and is now in consulta- 
tion with her relatives near Downey. 

The wife tells a most singular story 
about the lover proposition. She does 
not deny. it is said by those who have 
talked with her, that there-is a kind of 
lover in the case, but she is very posi- 
tive that her husband has no real 
grounds for complaint. 

Accor¢ing to her version the lover 
is nothing more than’ a very sav- 
age admirer. She refused time 
and again to respond to his amor- 
ous demands, and threatened more than 
once to- have him thrashed by her hus- 
band, but he did not seem to fear any- 
thing, and pursued her day after day 
until she was ready to drop dead.

TOTALLY WRECKED. 


Disastrous Boiler Explosion Last 
| Evening. 


The Starch Factory at Eighth and 
San Pedro Streets Demolished. 


Only One Wall of the Large Building 
Left Standing. 


The Boiler Thrown a Distance of Sixty 
Feet—Territic Force of the Explo- 
sion—No Loss of Life or 
Limb, 


A disastrous boiler explosion, which 
fortunately was unattended by loss of 
either life or limb, occurred at the 
starch factory of Messrs. Wiesendanger 
and Naramore, at the corner of Eighth 
and San Pedro streets, at 7:10 o’clock 
last evening, completely wrecking the 
building. 5 

‘lhe factory, which has only been 
running for the past three months, was 
formerly used as a winery by the Weyse 
Bros., who occupied the place for years. 
The building was a two-story brick 
structure, 50x90 feet, and was one of 
the most substantial of its kind in the 
city. It was erected in 1884 at a cost 
of $12,000. 

Since the boom, however, whtn the 
Weyse property was subdivided into 
town lots, the winery has been used as 
a barn by the family, which resided in 
the adobe house adjoining it. "and be- 
neath the shelter of its east wall. 

About three months ago the old 
winery and its contents, which consisted. 
of the machinery appurtenant thereto 
and a_ horizontal tubular boiler of 
twenty-five horse-power, was leased to 
the firm of Weisendanger & Nardmore, 
who at once had the machinery over- 
hauled and fitted tosuit their purpose, 
that of manufacturing, starch from po- 
tatoes. The boiler, which was second- 
hand when purchased by the Weyse 
brothers in 1884, was carefully tested, 
and the safety valve attached to it so 
adjusted that it would open at the low 
pressure of sixty pounds. Everything 
was.then apparently in a satisfactory 
condition, and the machinery being in 
perfect working order the factory 
opened up. Five men, including an 
engineer, were regularly employed at 
the factory, and a large quantity of 
starch was turned out; but for various 
reasons, which as yet remain unex- 
plained, the venture proved a financial 
‘failure, and a few days ago the place 
was attached by Constable Clement for 
$100, by virtue of a suit instituted by 
the Los Angeles National Bank. 

Everything was running yesterday 
apparently as safely as usual, and at 7 
o’clock, when the last of the employés 
left the building to go to supper, there 
was no sign of impending ‘danger. Ten 
minutes later, however, a terrific explo- 


sion occurred, and the boiler, a horizon-. 


tal, tubular iron affair, twelve feet’long 
by thirty-six inches in diameter, and 
weighing several tons, sailed through 
the north walllike a cannon ball and fell 
upon the sidewalk on Eighth street, at 
least sixty feet away. At the same in- 
stant the west wall of the building blew 
out toward San Pedro street, bricks 
being scattered in all directions for a 
distance of 150 feet or more. The 
upper story and the roof were shattered 
and the east wall alone escaped destruc- 
tion The force of the concussion 
blew down the door leading from the 
factory to the Weyse residence, and the 
imprisoned air found its exit by tearing 
out three doors, leading to as many 
rooms in the interior, from their hinges, 
carrying them across the room and 
wrecking the windows, not a single 
pane of glass being left.in the sashes. 

In the most remote of these rooms 
was the only person on the premises, 
Otto G. Weyse, who had just retired for 
the night, but after the tornado had 
swept through the chamber he jumped 
from his bed and rushed in his night- 
dress through a hail of falling glass and 
cement, out into the yard, half-dazed 
with fear. Upon recovering from his 
fright to some extent he groped his 
way back to his room, and, grabbing his 
clothes, dressed hurriedly in the open 
air, and proceeded to make a tour of in- 
vestigation. 

By this timea crowd of neighbors, 
attracted by the report of the explosion 
and the roar of falling bricks, had 
gathered at a safe distance, and seeing 
that the worst was over, Weyse tele- 
phoned from the City Gardens for the 
fire department, which promptly re- 
sponded. 

The services of the brigade, however, 
were not required, fortunately, as the 
water escaping from thedamaged pipes 
in the wreck speedily flooded the prem- 
ises and removed all danger of fire. 

A Times reporter visited the scene 
within twenty minutes after the ‘acci- 
dent, and under the guidance of Mr. 
Weyse made a tour of the premises, 
that is, so much of it as appeared to be 
safe, and a more complete wreck than 


was presented could not well be imag- doubtful whether an ordinary policy of 


ined. 


The northwest corner of the 
a mass of shattered iron and woodwork 
piled up in the wildest disorder inside, 
while the groundin the vicinity was 
literally covered with bricks and other 
material. Some thirty feet west of the 
wreck lay a large piece of sheetiron 
which had formed part of the sheath of 
the boiler. It was torn and twisted 
into threads, and looked more like a 
piece of weather-beaten cardboard than 
a scrap of sheetiron. Out onthe side- 
walk and projecting over the gutter, on 
Eighth street, lay the boiler, or rather 
what was left of it. One end had been 
blown out to the full length of the 
tubes, which were twisted and tangled 
like somany ropes. Upon inspection it 
was found that the sheets on top of the 
boiler were tnree-eighths of an,inch in 
thickness, while those on the bottom 
which were exposed to the. heat were 


The cause of the disaster could not 
be ascertained, nor could any of the 
employés be located; but the most 
plausible theory of the affair is that 
through carelessness on the part of the 
engineer the boiler was allowed to run 
dry, and that ‘the safety valve failed to 
act, when the steam expanded with the 
heat. 

By a remarkable piece of fortune 
no one except O. G. Weyse was about 
the building at the time, even the 
keeper placed in charge of the prem- 
ises having left temporarily on account 
of sickness. His ‘substitute, a youth 
named O'Donnell, was on his way to re-

Upon this hypothesis is rationally ex- | 
plained how each planet in our solar 
system may have identically the same 
relations with. the sun and how sun 
heat, sunlight, chemical action and

“A mighty cosmical essence or spirit 
or soul pervades all worlds, all life, all 
force.

its realm, and herein we have a glimpse 
of that grand unitv which science has 
ever sought but never discovered. 

“Science asserts that gravity acts in- 
stantaneously throughout the universe. 
If its force was obstructed in inerstellar 
space its operation would be impractic- 
able. It annihilates space and distance.

He 
thus recognized in gravity the operation 
of a dual principle “which exists in no 
other force than electricity. 

‘That the gravitative force is electri- 
calisfully demonstrable. It is a funda- 


mental law of electrical action 
that all bodies susceptible to elec- 
trical excitation become centers 


of attraction through the operation of | 


the electrical circuit. A body of soft 
iron is thus made magnetic, and retains 
its power of attraction during its con- 
tinuance in the circuit.

Yet Awarded. 


The Funds in Sight Insufficient for 
_ the Work. 


A Sensational Trial Before Judge. 
Yesterday.

SAN BERNARDINO. 

The expected award of the contracts for 
the construction of the new courthouse 
and county jail was .not made yesterday, 
and a number of contractors who have 
been waiting ‘to hear the result of the 
board's deliberations left town disgusted at 
the delay. When the Supervisors convened 
at 1:30 o'clock JuP. McCormick, who was 
the lowest bidder on the courthouse. 
he having agreed to build it, using 
Arizona sandstone, for $101,900, ap- 
peared "before the board and asked to 
substitute a check of $6000 for the ore of 
$4500 accompanying the bid, the latter 
being less than the 5 per cent. called for 
by the advertisement. To this Attorney 
Harris, representing Dewar & Chisholm, 
the next highest bidder, objected, and a 
rather heated discussion ensued as to the 
power of the board to grant Mr. McCor- 
mick's request. Finally, on motion of 
Supervisor Lord, McCormick's check was 
accepted and was allowed to go in as part 
of his bid. | 

Chairman Victor stated that he was not 
yet ready to decide for himself as to the 
merits of the respective bids, and he did not 
think the board, if they made a thorough 
examination ofjthe plans, could arrive ata 
conclusion as to which was the best for 
several days. This idea prevailed and the 
board postponed the final vote on the mat- 
ter till next Wednesday at 11 a.m. Asthe 
mattér now stands, August Weiffenbach is 
the lowest bidder on the new jail, agreeing 
to build the superstructure tor $20,878, 
and J. P. McCormick the lowest on the 
courthouse, his bid being civen above.

The Telegraphers’ Strike Seems 
to Have Failed. 


The Southern Pacific Engineers are 
Still Dissatisfied. 


Commenting on the Latest of the 
California Railroad Schemes. 
The Order of Railroad Telegraphers Mak- 
ing a Desperate Stragzle in the 
West—General and 
Local.

* According to the best information 
obtainable at the Los Angeles offices of 
the Southern Pacific the telegraphers’ 
-strike in Arizona has not seriously in- 
terfered with the _railroad’s opera- 
tions.. Wednesday evening. two hours 
after the telegraphers on the line be- 
tween Yuma and Tuscon had quit work, 
officials here had collected fourteen op- 
erators andsent them to Arizona to 
take the place of the strikers and yes- 
terday morning's train carried four 
more. At the company’s offices here it 
is asserted that the strikers will be dis- 
charged and their places filled by new 
men, thougha few of the old men will 
betaken back upon their complying 
with the company’s requirements and 
signing theagreement to renounce the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers. Con- 
siderable dissatisfaction exists among 
the operators on other roads, notably 
the Atlantic and Pacific, and the out- 
come of the Sunset strike will largely 
infiuence their actions. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC ENGINEERS, 

F. V. Meyers, chairman of the general 
committee of adjustment of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, and a 
few othér members of the committee 
called on General Superintendent J. A. 
Fillmore, of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, Tuesday, and stated the object of 
the gathering of the engineers from the 
different parts of the Southern Pacific 
system.

Last Night but One of the Great 
Contest. 


The Police Defeated by the Irish in 
Forty-two Seconds. 

The Americans Have Another Walk- 

over withthe Germans. 


The French Pulled off Their Feet by the 
Spanish in Ten Minutes—-The Po- 
sitions of the Various 

Teams. 


The international tug-of-war in Haz- 
ard’s Pavilion still continues to be the 
main topic of conversation and the main 
attraction at night. There has been no 
falling off in the attendance since the 
opening night, but on the,other hand 
the crowds have been larger. All classes 
from the highest tothe lowest are there 
nightly and take a deep interest in 
every move. 

There was a larger attendance of 
ladies last night than any night since 
the show opened and they applauded as 
vigoxously as did the men, and in several 
cases some of them looked as if they 
wanted to throw up their hats, and when 
a woman gets her enthusiasm up to 
that point it is very certain that she is 
excited.

THE FIRST TUG. 3 

The first tug was betweén the Irish 
and police. The Irish were weighed 
for the first time and knocked down a 
total of 2097 pounds, which makes 
them the heaviest team by forty-seven 
pounds over the police, who weigh 
2050, being the next heaviest.

with no’ changes except in the police 
team and they changed anchor and put 
Stevenson in Howard's place, for the 
reason that his sides are very sore and 
he did not fe@l able to take the anchor 
end last night, but he did some good 
pulling? 

The ‘‘go’’ shot was fired at 8:42 and 
the home shot was fired in favor of tlte 
Irish in just forty-two seconds. 

It was a walk-away for the Irish, as 
the police only held a few seconds, 
when the Irish began to take in rope, 
and the American and Irish tactics were 
kept up until the tug was declared won 
by their team. 

The police up to date have not wona 
single tug, and as their last pull will be 
against the French tonight there is 
much speculation as to how they. will 
come out. 

They have been unfortunate from the 
start in many ways. In the first place, 
they were not trained »y an athlete, 
and inthe second, their captain knew 
nothing at all about athletic sports, and 
cannot tell when topress his men, ashe 
cannot judge of the amount of strength 
being puton the other end of the rope. 

© THE SECOND TUG. 

The second tug was. between the 
Americans and Germans, and consid- 
erable money was put up ontime. The 
friends of the Germans bet heavy that 
the Americans could not pull their crack 
team in ten minutes. 

The teams took their places at 8:58 
and the pistol was fired by the referee 
at 9, and the home shot forthe Ameri- 
cans was fired in 18% seconds, much 
to the surprise of everybody. The ap- 
plause was something deafening and 
the friends of the Americans threw up 
their hats and howled with delight. 

This gives the Americans first money, 
sure, as they now have four tugs and 
are very sure to win tonight. ) 

THE THIRD TUG. 

The third tug was between the Span- 
ish and French teams. 

The French were weighed forthe 
first time and weighed 1834 pounds. 

The Spanish were confident of suc- 
cess inthistug and ‘vere loudly ap- 
plauded when they took their places on 
the platform. 

The teams took their places at 9:20 
and the go pistol was fired at 9:24. 
For two minutes the rope remained 
almost stationary, with a few inches in 
favor of the Spanish team, and at the 
end of five minutes the Spanish had 
taken three feet. Atten minuces the 
Spanish made the home pull in ten 
minutes and landed in eleven seconds. 

The Spanish gave their old anchor 
man a rest last night and replaced him 
with a new man, and that is probably 
the reason they were so longin pulling 
the French, although the French pulled 
much better than any night so far. 

THE FINAL TUGS. 


Tonight the final tugs will be as fol- 
lows: French vs. police, German ys. 
Irish and American vs. Spanish. 


It is almost certain that the prizes 
will be won as follows: American first, 
$400; Irish second, $200; and Spanish 
third, 8100. 

There is considerable speculation as 
to whether the police will be able to 
pull the French tonight. 
has won a single tug and the fight, be- 
tween them will be for blood, as both 
are determined not to be whitewashed. 

It is hard to tell at present how much 
money has been taken in, but as the pa- 
vilion has been crowded every night it 
is certain that it has been a money- 
making affair. 


STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Subjects Discussed at the Last Regular 
Monthly Meeting. 


The principal subject of discussion at 
the monthly meeting of the State Board 
of Trade, at San Francisco Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, was the foreign market for 
California fruits. The matter of a 
proper representation of State products 
in London, as a point of distribution, 
was considered at length.

N. P. Chipman advocated t estab- 
lishment of an ageney-in London where 
California fruits, dried and otherwise 
preserved, should be, exhibited, and 
where they should be put upon the En- 
glish and continental markets. 

There were two Englishmen present, 
James Gilbertson, representing a Lon- 
don tirm, and Capt. Wright, a Londoner, 
who has large interests in California. 
Both spoke upon the subject and urged 
that the agent should be some one thor- 
oughly familiar with foreign trade 
methods and seasons. Capt. Wright 
said that the California raisins mar-

peaches sold there as of California pro- 
duction, he said, were absolutely un-

He had already secured 
samples of the wheat crop of 1891, and 
urged that exhibits of fruit, etc., should 
be prepared from the crop of 1892, so 
as to guard against a bad season next 
year. 

The manager was instructed to find 
out from the counties what displays 
could be expected, to solicit them anq if 
necessary to purchase such exhibits as 
he might deem necessary. It was also 
decided to place the entire exhibit of 
the board at the service of the State 
World’s Fair Commissioners. 7 

The death of Calvin E. Whitney, a 
member of the board, was announced, 
and Messrs. Mills, Davis and Stabler 
were deputed to draft suitable resolu- 
tions. The name of Col. George A. 
Fisher was suggested ang recommended 
for the vacancy.

CRIPPLED FOR LIFE. 


Assistant Fire Chief Dan Moriarty 
Very Badly Injured. 


Thrown from His Wagon While on the 
Way toa Fire and His Left Ankle 
Crushed—The Foot to be 
Amputated. 


At 12:40 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, during the wind storm two 
alarms of fire, which fortunately 
proved to be false, were turned in, and 
in running from the first to the second 


Assistant Chief Engineer Dan Moriarty 


met with an accident which will cause 
him the loss of: his left foot, and will 
confine himto his bed three or four 
months, 

. He started up Broadway in the 
chief's wagon, accompanied by Harry 
Johnston, the deputy constable. A new 
horse, a powerful black animal, was at- 
tached to the wagon, and as he is not 
used to chasing to fires he became un- 
ruly as soon as he was pushed to a gal- 
lop,-and when Moriart, found that ohe 
of his wheels was coming off on account 
ofa missing nut which someone had 
neglectéd to screw up tight he found 


-that he had no control of the maddened 


brute. 


Just as the horse dashed by the Poto- 
mac Block Johnston jumped and landed 
safely on the pavement, receiving a few 
bruises. Moriarty hung on to the 
lines an@did allin his power to keep 
his horse from running into a number 
of buggies that happened to be in his 
way, and in his effort to escape a car- 
riage loaded with women and children 
near Second srecs he swung the en- 
raged black aroundgto the left with all 
his might, thus escd ping a smash-up in 
which several livés might have been 
lost, but before he could bring his horse 
back to the street he dashed against the 
curbing at the California Bank, corner 
of Second and Broadway, with such 
force that the buggy was partly cap- 
sized and Moriarty was thrown head- 
first from his seat. Hisleft foot caught 
in the harness and singletree and was 
almost wrenched from his leg. Fortu- 
nately his weight and the force of the 
fall dragged his foot loose and he was 
left in the street as the horse shied off. 
The runaway Worse crossed Second 
street, dashed on the west sidewalk of 
Broadway and ran like a deer its whole 
length to First street, scattering pedes- 
trians right and left. ek 

At First street he turned and cap- 
sized the wagon, which he dragged 
across in. THe Times office, 
where he was Caught by three or four 
members of thé American tug-of-war 
team in front of the transfer office on 
First street. 

Moriarty was picked up and carried 
in a store, when Dr. Ainsworth and sey- 
eral other doctors were called. They 


found that his left ankle was shattered 


in a most frightful manner. The bones 
were protruding through the flesh sev- 
eral inches and both bones of the leg 
were broken in several places. 

He was taken to his home on Regent 
street and made as easy as possible. 
The doctors decided, after a thorough 
examination was made, that the foot 
would have to be amputated, but the 
shock was so great that the operation 
will not be performed until today. He 
was not injured otherwise, with the ex- 
ception of a few bruises about the head 
and shoulders. 

He had a narrow escape from instant 
death, for’ had not his foot given way 
his brains would have been dashed out 
on the hard» pavement ina very few 
seconds.

Mrs. Bentley and Her Husband 
_ Again Together. 


‘The Elopement Story the Result of a 


Bentley Married His 


Misunderstanding, . ~ 


What Young Mr. Nordholt Says About 
the Affair. 


Mother for Her

The Bentley elopement _ has been all 
straightened out, and appears to have 
been no elopement at all, but merely a 
case where an ancient bride became 
uneasy over the absence of her young 
husband and started out to look him 
up.

The young husband was successful in his 
search, and yesterday morning the fond 
couple returned to their apartments in the 
Eastern Hotel, on Pine street. 

It appears that the old lady had accumu- 
lated $2000 in cash from her monthly in- 
come of $300, and that she is the possessor 
ofa vacant lot in Los Angeles valued at 
$4000. The husband departed for the 
southern city, taking with him the surplus 
cash, with the object of disposing of the 
realty mentioned. He was to be absent for 
only three or four days, but overstayed his 
leave of absence. The wife's jealous fears 
were atonce aroused, and were not .allayed 
when a Mexican friend suggested that with 
the $2000 in his possession and_ the price 
of the $4000 lot to be sold Bentley might 
cross the border line and invest the $6000 
in mining property on his own account. 
Dona Gregoria telegraphed to a relative in 
Los Angeles, andin return receiveda dis- 
patch from her husband to keep quiet. as 
he would return to her ina few days. But 
her suspicions had been too greatly worked 
upon and she determined to hunt up the 
fugitive, She had no ready money and so 
borrowed $25, and thus equipped started 
for Los Angeles just an hour before Bent- 
ley reached this city. ? 

Learning the faets, the young husband 
telegraphed to the conductor, of the train 
on which his fond wife was journeying 


“southward. The dispatch was received at 


Lathrop, where Dona Gregoria was per- 
suaded to await the arrival of Bentley. 
There he joined her. Explanations were 
made, and the wite was convinced that her 
funds were safe and that her spouse had no 
intention of deserting her for other climes 
or more juvenile female companions. A 
reconciliation followed, and Dona Gregoria 
was persuaded to return to San Francisco. 
WHAT MR. NORDHOLT 

W. F. Nordholt, sonof Mrs. Bentley, 
who lives at the family residence in 
this city, was on the Abbott jury when 
the paper containing the story reached 
the city and of course could not be seen. 
Yesterday after the jury was dis- 
charged, however, the gentleman was 
interviewed by a TimEs reporter, and 
talked very freely about the matter. 
Mr. Nordholt stated that he was very 
sorry that there had been any publicity 
about the matter, but that now that it 
had come out it was better that all the 
facts should be known. His mother, he 
said, had married Bentley against the 
wishes of her children at San José on 
the 25th of September last. There had 
been no elopement,but it had been 
thought best for the marriage to 
take-place away from Los Angeles, 
as it would cause much less talk, his 
mother being much older than her hus- 
band. His mother, he said, was worth 
about $75,000 in property, besides 
which she had an .income of $300 a 
month from his father’s estate, and it 
was for her money .that.

AT RHE GATE OF THE RED SEA. 


The Scramble for the Dark Contiaent— 
“Somali Land.” 
Ker in Goildthwaite'’s Geographical 
Magazine. | 


In the universal scramble of Europe 
for Africa even the most grim and des- 
olate region of the Dark Continent has 
not escaped untouched. Over the bare 
rocks and burning sands around the far- 
famed Strait of Bab-el-Mandeb (Gate 
of Weeping.) the southern entrance of 
the Red Sea, the flags of four great -na- 
tions wave in mutua! defiance. The 
Union Jack of Britain flutters jauntily 
over the long, jow, dark-gray ridge of 
Perim (Fairies) Islet, which lies like a 
slunbering whale in the midst of the 
Strait, dividing it as Goat Isiand divides 
Niagara. Above a smal white 
fort. perched on the summit of a steep 
pyramidal cliff on the Arabian shore, 
waves the crimson banner of Turkey, 
with its snowy crescent and star. . Half 
a mile farther up the coast, onthe same 
side, the French tricoler surmountsa 
vast barrack-like building of whitish- 
gray stone, dotted with windows like 
the plums in a Christmas pudding. And 
yonder, behind that rocky bluff, jutting 
out from the.African shore, the Italian 
flag floats over the miniature colony of 
Assab Bav. Nor has the march of civ- 
ilization halted here; it has planted 


its. outposts even in that grim 
and mysterious region marked on 


our maps as ‘‘Somali Land.’’ Just out- 


side the Bab-el-Mandeb Strait on the 
African side France has hoisted her flag 
over Tadjoura Bay aud the mysterious. 
Lake Assal (the “Dead Sea’ of Somali 
Land,) while, a few miles to the south- 
east, England holds Zeila, the chief if 
not the only genuine port of the curv- 
ing shore sloping downward from the 
great cliff-wall that extends from Ber- 
bera to Cape Guardafui, the eastern. 
of Africa. The first 
glimpse of the genuine Somali, with his 
lean, dark cruel face and wolfish eyes 
scowling under thé shroud-like folds of 
his long, white mantle and his gaunt, 
brown handever ready to olutch his 


deadly knife, is apt to impregy 
the western traveler with a _ con- 
viction that the only thing to 


do with such born brigands is to ‘‘im- 
prove them off the face of the earth.” 
But the bandit instincts that made 
them the terror of wrecked seamen, a 
few years ago, are now being toned 
down by the presence of two European 
settlements, and the prompt chastise- 
ment that avenged the cruel treatment 
of one or two castaway crews; and 
even the wild marauders of Somali 
Land are slowly learning that a live 
“unbeliever,’? who is willing to trade, 
may be worth more thana slain one, 
who is sure to be speedily avenged. 
The result of this change may be seen 
in the thin stream of trade which is 
now trickling down to Zeila from the 
Somali capital, Harrar, which lies 
about 100 miles inland to the south- 
west.

Some Knoity Points on Prohibition 
Presented. 


A Kansas Man Gives a Little of Its History 


as It Occurred in *Kansas—The 
“Original Package” 


Problem. 


Los ANGELES, Dec. 4,—|To the Editor 
of Tur Times.}] The present agitation 
on the question of prohibition which is 
exciting so much interest has led me to 
write a few lines on the subject having 
a general expiauatory nature and also 
of immediate reference to the question 
which TI understand has been raised by 
the liquor men—that as the license to 
sell is granted by the United States 
Government the State has no right to 
interfere. 

There is what is called in law the po- 
lice power of the State, wherein the 
State is the supreme authority, and with 
which the Fedetal Govornment has no 
right to interfere. 


This police power, belonging to each : 


and the several States, invests them 
with all authority in affairs concerning 
the health and morals of its people. 
The regulation of the liquor traffic falls 
under this head: the constitution of the 
State of California admits the right 
of local option and so no further men- 
tion need be made on this point. 
‘4d aspra per aspera”’—throtgh tribu- 
lation to the stars—is inscribed on the, 
great seal of Kansas. That her experi- 
ence with prohibition has proven of no 
exception to the rule would readily ap- 
pear if once the history of her struggles 
on that line was written; and that a 
history, broad, impartial. explicit, is 
much needed in all parts of the Union 
where prohibition is mooted, will be 
readily conceded by any and all who 
have any knowledge of the many ques- 
tions of law both of local and national 
importance with which perforce she 
has been compelled to grapple. Not 
only the moral but the legal status of 
the question would be made plain. The 
last three years have been specially ex- 
citing and have borne much fruit. 

The first move made by the liquor 
men within these later years was made 
under the guise of ‘‘resubmission,’’ de- 
manding that the clause of the Kansas 
State constitution prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
except for medicinal and mechanical 
purposes, be resubmitted to the vote of 
the people for rejéction or renewed ac- 
ceptance. During the campaign on this 
question the liquor men made in- 
vasion by opening up “original package 
houses’’ throughout the State as aiders 
and abettors to the resubmission move- 
ment. 

Original packages were distinctly 
separate packages, each containing a 
pint, quart or other quantity of liquor, 
either in bottles, demijohns or kegs. 
These packages were. untransferable 
after being broken or opened, and were 
ineligible of use in the place of sale. 
This wasdone under authority of the 
Federal Constitution prohibiting the 
interference of States in interstate 
commerce, and putting. the regulation 
of such commerce in the hands of Con- 
gress. The question was of course ap- 
pealed. The Supreme Court affirmed 
the right and said they must look to 
Congress for relief. This decision was 
national in its scope, affecting prohibi- 
tion in all its forms. 


Wilson of lowa then introduced a bill | 


in Congress for the purpose of regulat- 
ing the traffic, which, after much can- 
vassing and debating, was passed. 
This bill practically brought back 
prohibition to its former status 
in the several) States. The bill 
Was opposed as unconstitutional, 
on the ground of its being a _ re- 
delegation of power: that the Federal 
‘Government had redelegated to the 
several States that which was pre- 
viously delegated to it through the 
This of course 
was appealed. 
cided that the question of redelegation 
was not involved: that it simply was a 
removal of impediments in the way of 
the free action of the police power of 
the States. By this it was decided that 
all interstate commerce ceased the 


moment that a package was delivered | 


into the hands of the assignee, after 
which it came under control of the 
police power, This-finished the ‘o, p.”’ 

I believe the State allows the 
assignee full pogsession as a personal

Often when the question of a prohi- 
bitive amendment being added to the 
Federal Constitution is mooted. I pon- 
def at the obS8tacles in the way which 
must first be gotten over. The police 
power, and all coming under it, is 
distinctly a State right; the Federal 
Government can do nothing with it ex- 
cept by the State’s consent, neither 
can one State make police regulations 
for another State, and so the gqfestion 
arises: Can a ratification by three- 
fourths of the States impose its accep- 
tance on the remaining States who do 
net wish it? Andif not, cam such an 
amendment stand as binding on those 
three-fourths of States which have 
given it their ratification, leaving the 
remaining States free, and an open 
question with them until such time as 
they mav ratify it?
